This morning between two and two-tliirty o'clock at San Ignacio, forty-five miles 
down the river from here, a battle took place between United States soldiers and Mexican 
bandits, resulting in three American troopers of Troops M, Fourteeth Cavalry, being 
killed and six others more or less seriously injured. 
Six Mexican bandits were killed and 
many are believed to have been wounded. 
ll was an attempted “surprise” attack, but 
it is reported the American troops where prepared for the contingency in a way and 
repulsed the Mexicans. 
This is believed to be the beginning of a series of raids and this 
forenoon Colonel R. A. Brown, commander of Fort McIntosh, requested the sheriff's 
department in this city to immediately dispach a messenger to all ranches near the river 
front iii this county advising the ranchmen and their families, cowboys, etc., to 
immediately leave the ranches and drop back to some places of safety, as it was feared 
other bandit raids would be attempted and that more trouble was brewing at points along 
the contours of the Rio Grande. 
Faking the advices given by Colonel Brown, the sheriff's 
department has sent out deputy sheriffs to advise ranchmen to get their families to a place 
considered safe and there remain until the present troubles are passed.

1,500 MORE ARTILLERYMEN 


AND ENGINEERS TO BORDER 


A D DITIO NAL FORCE SOLDIERS IS 
GIVEN GENERAL FUNSTON. 


Force of Soldiery From Eastern Forts

BANDITS IN EARLE HOURS Of THIS MORNING 


In t i p lim e A m m o s Were Killed and Hey Id lord cot SU M e t a ; 
W i t s Pursued aud Dispersed ny Cavalry. 


The following men of Troop M, Fourteenth Cavalry, are dead as a result of today's 
battle at San Ignacio: 


Private Charles F. Flowers, Private Edward G. Catonah and Private James Minadin, 
the latter succumbing this forenoon to w ounds received during the battle in the early 
morning. 


The wounded are: 
Private Thomas II. Ewing of Troop I, Private James E. Rouch 
of Troup I, Private Aimer VV. Minette of Troop M, Corporal William Oberlies of Troop M, 
Private T ony Havlina of Troop M and Private H enry Maltasoss of Troop M. 


After the battle this morning one Mexican surrendered himself to the soldiers, s t a t ­ 
ing that he was involuntarily forced into the fighting and that he wanted to be taken a 
prisoner. 


This morning b e tw e e n two and tw o - th ir ly o'clock at San Ignacio, forty-five miles 
dow n the river from here, a battle took place betw een United States soldiers and Mexican 
bandits, resulting in three American troopers of 
Troops M, Fourteeth Cavalry, 
being 
killed and six others more or less seriously injured. 
Six Mexican bandits w e re killed and 
many are believed to have been w ounded. 
It was an attem pted “surprise” attack, 
but 
it is reported the American troops w here prepared for the contingency in a w ay and 
repulsed the Mexicans. 
This is believed to be tile beginning of a series of raids and this 
forenoon Colonel 
R. A. 
Brown, commander of Fort McIntosh, requested the sheriff's 
departm ent in this city to immediately dispach a m essenger to all ranches near the river 
front 
in 
this county 
advising 
the 
ranchmen 
and t heil 
families, cow boys, etc., to 
im m ediately leave the ranches and drop hack to some places of safety, as it was feared 
other bandit raids would be attempted and that more trouble w as brewing at points along 
the contours of the Rio Grande. 
Taking the advices given by Colonel Brown, the sheriff’s 
department has sent out deputy sheriffs to advise ranchmen to get their families to a place 
considered safe and there remain until the present troubles are passed.
